After being briefed on 
their tentative agreement 
with the college by the No¬ 
va Scotia Teachers Union 
Tuesday and Wednesday, 
the 930 staff members in a 
legal strike position will 
vote electronically on the 
new three-year contract 
Friday. The deal was 
reached late last weekend. 

Metro Halifax was first 
to report Tuesday that the 
agreement would see a 2.9 
per cent salary increase in 
the first year, along with 
one per cent increases for 
the next two years. 

The agreement also in¬ 
cludes increasing the cur¬ 
rent salary grid by one per 
cent retroactive to Sept. 1, 
2008, basically giving the 
workers a 3.9 per cent in¬ 
crease in the first year.

To get a shot or not? 

Health officials urge vaccination, but some are wary

Despite warnings from No¬ 
va Scotia’s chief medical 
officer that a second wave 
of swine flu is hitting the 
province, opinions seem 
split over getting vaccinat¬ 
ed. 

On Wednesday, Dr. 
Robert Strang urged all No¬ 
va Scotians to get vaccinat¬ 
ed in order to protect them¬ 
selves against H1N1. 

“I think we are on the be¬ 
ginning of our second wave 
here in Nova Scotia,” Strang 
told reporters at a news con¬ 
ference, citing new cases 
being diagnosed in the 
province. 

“I’m going to get (the vac¬ 


cination),” said Rachel 
Sunter, a 22-year-old univer¬ 
sity student who was work¬ 
ing Thursday at a Halifax 
pub. “I’ve done 
a lot of research 
into it and I feel 
it’s a better op¬ 
tion than not. 

“It would be 
a huge shame if 
I didn’t do that 
and I had to 
take a month 
off school in 
February.” 

The federal 
government ap¬ 
proved the vaccine Wednes¬ 
day, and vaccinations are 
expected to begin in Nova 
Scotia by the middle of next 
week. High infection risk 
groups include young chil¬ 


dren, people over 65 with 
chronic conditions and 
health-care workers. Work¬ 
ing age adults are also sus¬ 
ceptible.

Signs of flu 
as students 
miss school

Officials at two Dart¬ 
mouth schools have in¬ 
formed public health offi¬ 
cials they’re experiencing 
elevated absenteeism due 
to flu-lilce symptoms. 

According to Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board 
spokesman Doug Hadley, 
Astral Drive Junior High 
saw an absenteeism rate 
of 28 per cent, or 157 stu¬ 
dents, on Thursday. Eric 
Graves Junior High also 
boasted a high rate of 22 
per cent, or 48 students, 
on Wednesday. 

“Anecdotally, the 

schools are hearing from 
parents that students are 
displaying flu-lilce symp¬ 
toms,” Hadley said Thurs¬ 
day. “But we don’t know if 
it’s H1N1 ... the schools 
just reported it to public 
health for their knowl¬ 
edge and investigation.” 

Hadley said it is encour¬ 
aging parents are follow¬ 
ing the school board’s rec¬ 
ommendation to keep stu¬ 
dents at home if they dis¬ 
play flu-lilce symptoms. He 
added both schools will re¬ 
main open unless other¬ 
wise advised from health 
officials. 

“We take those reports 
and compile them with 
the rest of the informa¬ 
tion we know about 
where H1N1 is,” said John 
Gillis, spokesman for Cap¬ 
ital District Health Au¬ 
thority. 

“As we’re in a pandemic 
situation, we’re not going 
to be able to respond to in¬ 
dividual outbreaks or ru¬ 
moured outbreaks. But I 
can’t talk any specifics 
about what we may have 
heard (on Thursday).”

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Gambling game 
meeting its end 

keno Nova Scotia’s failed 
attempt at Keno comes to 
an end this weekend. 

The controversial 
gambling game never 
made money in the 
province and last month 
the government gave a 
month’s notice it was shut¬ 
ting down the whole opera¬ 
tion. 

That clock struck down 
Thursday, meaning Keno 
will be turned off sometime 
this weekend. 

“The whole Keno game is 
run from the (Atlantic Lotto 
Corporation) office in 
Moncton. So at some point, 

I don’t know the precise 
point, they just flick a 
switch and the game’s over 
and then the screens go 
blank,” said Finance Minis¬ 
ter Graham Steele. 

The government 
announced it is donating 
all 180 flat-screen TVs used 
in the game — valued at 
$800 each — to schools 
around the province. 

The game came under 
fire immediately by 
gambling-awareness 
groups as being highly ad¬ 
dictive. To assuage 
concerns the governing To¬ 
ries introduced caps on 
spending and playing time. 

Whether it was the caps 
or just gambling tastes, the 
game never caught on.

Simplifying 
N.S. finances 

Governments can re-borrow 
debt under coming NDP bill

It’s a small accounting 
quibble, but it’s already 
caused the downfall of 
one government and con¬ 
tinues to determine what 
will happen to millions of 
dollars. 

But it’s about to end. No¬ 
va Scotia had been the only 
province in Canada to have 
two definitions of a bal¬ 
anced budget. The 
NDP will soon make 
it only one — the one 
easier to meet. 

It started in 2005 
when Premier John 
Hamm snagged a 
unique deal for $830 
million of offshore 
money from the fed- Graham 
eral government. 

Hamm put the money on 
the province’s massive debt 
and decreed it should stay 
that way. 

The problem was despite 
laws already requiring a bal¬ 
anced budget, under Gener¬ 
ally Accepted Accounting 
Principles (GAAP), chunks 
of the offshore money 
would show up as revenue 
on the books for years to 
come. 

So Hamm passed a law 
that the offshore “revenue” 
could not be spent. 

This spring, when Rodney 
MacDonald’s Tories realized 
they needed that money to 
balance their budgets, they 
tried to change the law. 
That sparked their defeat in 
the legislature and subse¬ 


quent exile to third-place 
party. 

But the two definitions of 
“balanced budget” re¬ 
mained — a looser GAAP 
one that let governments 
re-borrow debt, and the 
stricter rules created by 
Hamm. 

That sparked a bizarre 
disagreement on last year’s 
budget where the Tories 
said it was balanced, the 
Liberals in deficit and the 
NDP both. 

In opposition the 
NDP attacked the To¬ 
ries for being disin¬ 
genuous when they 
tried to switch to 
GAAP rules. But as 
early as next week, 
the party will pass a 
bill that, among oth- 
Steele er things, repeals 
Hamm’s law in 
favour of GAAP. The NDP 
says it’s about clarity. 

“There’s one standard 
that’s recognized nationally 
and we’ll be judged by that 
one standard,” Finance Min¬ 
ister Graham Steele said. 

The move makes things 
easier on the NDP. It will 
need help to meet its prom¬ 
ise of balancing the books 
next year despite stagnant 
growth and rising costs.

Provincial Liberals back ban 
on using disputed trust fund 


politics Amendments to a 
bill that ends the Liberal 
Opposition’s use of a con¬ 
troversial $2.3-million trust 
fund quickly passed third 
reading in the Nova Scotia 
legislature Thursday — 
with help from a seemingly 
unlikely source. 

The Liberals joined the 
governing NDP and third- 
place Conservatives in 
unanimously endorsing a 
bill introduced Tuesday that 
also redrafts the province’s 
rules for political fundrais¬ 
ing by banning corporate 
and union donations. 

The amendments to the 
Members and Public Em¬ 
ployees Disclosure Act are 
to go into effect Jan. 1. 

After earlier complaints 
that the New Democrats 
were looking to “cripple” 


his party by attacking its 
coffers, Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil told re¬ 
porters the decision to vote 
for the bill was his alone. 

“This issue, it needs to be 
behind us,” he said. 

The decision cuts off the 
Liberals from hundreds of 
thousands of dollars earned 
from a trust fund that has 
long been a target of deri¬ 
sion by rival parties. 

In the 1970s, Liberal 
fundraisers were prosecut¬ 
ed for raising funds illegally 
and putting them into trust 
funds. Party officials eventu¬ 
ally had a forensic audit 
done in the 1990s and had 
since maintained parts of 
the fund that may have 
been inappropriately raised 
had been removed.

Hyde's final minutes aired at inquiry

Drawing a line on the ground for climate change 


The final minutes of 
Howard Hyde’s life show¬ 
ing a struggle he had with 
jail guards moments 
before he lost 
consciousness during an¬ 
other tussle were aired 
Thursday at a public 
inquiry into the mentally 
ill Nova Scotia man's 
death. 

Recorded by a se¬ 
ries of surveillance 
cameras inside a 
provincial jail in 
November 2007, 
the footage has an 
unsettling, surreal 
quality that makes 
it sometimes diffi¬ 
cult to watch. 

At the time, Hyde 
was under arrest for an al¬ 
leged assault and was be¬ 
ing escorted within the 
Central Nova Scotia Cor¬ 
rectional Facility, on his 
way to a court appearance. 

In the silent video, a cor¬ 
rections officer can be seen 
raising his arm and point¬ 
ing five times as he appar¬ 
ently instructs Hyde to 
walk down the hallway. 

At one point, the officer 


appears to summon a col¬ 
league, corrections officer 
Renee Jones, who ap¬ 
proaches and places her 
hand on Hyde’s back. 

“That’s when he pulled 
away, completely and 
abruptly,” Jones told the 
inquiry. “He was attempt¬ 
ing to flee the admitting 
area.” 

Within seconds, 
the three are in a 
struggle and Hyde 
is forced to the 
floor and hand¬ 
cuffed behind his 
back. 

The inquiry, 
which started in 
July, has heard evi¬ 
dence that Hyde 
continued to struggle and 
was again forced to the 
floor in a nearby cell, 
where he blacked out and 
never regained conscious¬ 
ness. 

The 45-year-old paranoid 
schizophrenic died Nov. 
22, 2007, about 30 hours 
after police Tasered him as 
he tried to escape a down¬ 
town Halifax police sta¬ 
tion. THE CANADIAN PRESS

to kick off an investigation 
of the provincial fisheries 
minister was shot down 
Thursday by the NDP. 

Opposition parties have 
been hammering away at 
Sterling Belliveau since it 
was revealed he sold off 
his fishing boat, gear and 
licence for $600,000 after 
becoming fisheries minis¬ 
ter. The buyer got a loan 
from a loan board that 
falls under Belliveau’s ju¬ 
risdiction. 

Opposition parties have 
been making hay out of 
the optics of a minister in¬ 
directly receiving 
$600,000 from his own de¬ 
partment. Thursday the 
Liberals floated a 
resolution to have the con¬ 
flict ofinterest 
commissioner investigate 
Belliveau. 

But the NDP voted 
against it. They repeatedly 
pointed out opposition 
parties have no direct evi¬ 
dence of wrongdoing. 

They also produced docu¬ 
ments showing Belliveau 
wrote the conflict of inter¬ 
est commissioner disclos¬ 
ing the situation and ask¬ 
ing for advice before the 
sale. 

The commissioner told 
Belliveau to make sure he 
had nothing to do with the 
board decision. 

The NDP pointed to a 
clause Thursday saying the 
commissioner can choose 
to investigate if there are 
“reasonable and probable 
grounds.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said he was not going to 
order an investigation if 
the commissioner had al¬ 
ready deemed there 
wasn’t evidence of wrong¬ 
doing to spark an inquiry.

The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality has decided to 
set Dartmouth on fire 
this weekend. 

The Fall Festival of Fire, 
a new annual event from 
the municipality, will take 
place on Saturday at 
Alderney Landing. The fes¬ 
tival will feature the first 
fire sculpture seen in At¬ 
lantic Canada — a sculp¬ 
ture of a wildflower from 
San Francisco’s Charles A. 
Gadelcen. 

Gadeken, who has trav¬ 
elled the world with his 


fire art, said the sculpture 
will not be soon forgotten. 

“I’m beyond excited to 
bring fire art to Canada,” 
he said in a HRM release. 
“This is a truly original 
piece that will be remem¬ 
bered for years to come.” 

“The piece ... will end 
up igniting in an eight- 
foot flame with almost 
like a tornado effect out of 


the top of the flame,” said 
Billy Comer of the munici¬ 
pality’s civic events de¬ 
partment. “The sculpture 
is something that has nev¬ 
er been seen in the At¬ 
lantic provinces, there’s 
going to be a lot of visuals 
that will shock some peo¬ 
ple that night.” 

In addition to the fire

He was arrested under 
a Canadian warrant and 
was to be extradited to 
Canada.

Gays receive hate 
crime protection 

legislation Gays who are 
physically assaulted 
because of their sexual ori¬ 
entation receive new fed¬ 
eral hate crime 
protections under legisla¬ 
tion heading for President 
Barack Obama’s signature. 

With a Senate vote on 
Thursday, Congress has ap¬ 
proved a measure that ex¬ 
pands current law to 
include crimes based on 
gender, sexual orientation, 
gender identity or disabili¬ 
ty.

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Liberals flushed out of trust fund money 



Pity Stephen McNeil. The 
NDP is stopping his Liberals 
from continuing to tap a 
tainted $2.37-million party 
trust fund to pay its bills. 

“The motive ... is politi¬ 
cal,” McNeil complained af¬ 
ter the government intro¬ 
duced the bill this week, 
adding plaintively: “You’d 
have to ask them why they 
would specifically go after 
us.” 

Uh ... no, I don’t have to 
ask the government, Mr. 
McNeil. 

I know why. 

So do you. 

And all I can say is, it’s 


about time. 

For decades, provincial 
governments would fatten 
their party coffers with 
money raised by a practice 
known as “tollgating.” 

If you were a business 
and wanted to sell to the 
province, you had to fork 
over a kickback to the par- 
ty-in-power’s bagman for 
the privilege. 

The Tories and Liberals 
raked in millions as a result. 
In the 1980s, when the 
Mounties investigated the 
fundraising practices of 
Gerald Regan’s Liberal gov¬ 
ernment, they discovered it 
had raised more than $4 
million illegally during its 
eight years in office. 

The Mounties filed influ¬ 
ence-peddling charges 
against three senior Liberal 
bagmen, including one 
known as “Suitcase” Simp¬ 
son for his suitcases of cash. 
One pleaded guilty. Two 


others were convicted at 
their 1984 trial, though one 
appealed and his conviction 
was overturned on a techni¬ 
cality. He was later acquit¬ 
ted at a retrial. 

The Mounties tried to in¬ 
vestigate the fundraising 
practices of provincial Tory 
governments, too, but — as 
an investigator testified dur¬ 
ing the Liberals’ trial — To- 
iy fundraisers had burned 
their records before the po¬ 
lice could seize them. The 
Mounties found only one in¬ 
tact file, which indicated 
the same kickback pattern 
the Liberals had employed. 

Despite the odour, the 
Liberals continued to use 
their dirty money, includ¬ 
ing to underwrite a secret 
salaiy for their leader. Even¬ 
tually, when the stench got 
too bad, the party reluctant¬ 
ly agreed to audit the con¬ 
troversial funds and turn 
over any tainted money to 


the province. 

But thanks to the usual 
political jiggery-pokery, the 
audit wasn’t an audit. The 
party claimed only $1.3 mil¬ 
lion worth of the money 
was “proven or alleged to 
have been obtained” 
through kickbacks. They 
kept the rest. And still use it 
to give the party an unfair 
advantage over its rivals. 

In opposition, the NDP fil¬ 
ibustered a 2006 Tory-Liber¬ 
al campaign finance reform 
bill because it failed to deal 
with this trust fund issue. 
So it’s no surprise the NDP 
is now using its majority to 
finally flush the system. 

The only surprise is Mc¬ 
Neil isn’t smart enough to 
simply say thank you and 
get on with rebuilding his 
party. Pity.

days, the consensus isn’t 
all that clear. 

An Ipsos Reid poll 
suggests many Canadians 
are letting their saving 
habits slide. The poll 
found one-third of the peo¬ 
ple who responded said 
they were saving less than 
they have in the past, with 
only one-in-five saying 
they were putting more 
away. The poll suggests 
residents of Ontario and 
B.C. top the list of those 
saving less, while 70 per 
cent of Canadians find 
reaching a savings goal a 
major challenge. 

On the other hand, a 
survey of about 1,200 peo¬ 
ple done for Sun Life 
found that 60 per cent had 
reduced their debt.

The stubbornly strong 
loonie is the major imped¬ 
iment to the Canadian 
economy rebounding 
more strongly from the re¬ 
cent deep recession, says 
Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney. 

In a new warning, the 
bank governor says Canada 
would experience stronger 
recovery next year and in 
2011 if the loonie had 
stayed at the 87-cent level 
the bank envisioned dur¬ 
ing the summer. 

Carney said Thursday 
that’s why the bank made 
it clear this week that it 
will keep interest rates at 
the historic low of 0.25 per 
cent until at least next July. 

Carney said the central 
bank has several tools at 
its disposal, including in¬ 
tervention in the currency 
market, but didn’t specify 
which would be put to use. 

“Intervention is always 


an option,” he said. 

“Markets should take se¬ 
riously our determination 
to set policy to achieve the 
inflation target. Markets 
sometimes lose their fo¬ 
cus. We don’t lose our fo¬ 


cus.” 

The loonie closed at 
95.44 cents US on Thurs¬ 
day, but many expect it to 
hit parity with the green¬ 
back in the next few 
months, the Canadian press

NY Times narrows 3Q losses 


The New York Times Co. 
narrowed its losses in the 
most recent quarter, 
though the company 
showed only moderate 
signs of improvement in 
advertising. 

The publisher of The 
New York Times, The 
Boston Globe, The Interna¬ 
tional Herald-Tribune and 


15 other daily newspapers 
said Thursday it would 
have made money if not 
for hefty one-time charges. 
Times Co. shares jumped 
90 cents, or 10 per cent, to 
$9.65 in premarket trading. 

Times Co. CEO Janet 
Robinson pointed to “en¬ 
couraging signs of im¬ 
provement in the overall 


economy and in discus¬ 
sions with our advertisers.” 
She said print ad trends 
during the third quarter 
“improved modestly,” 
while digital ads got more 
of a boost. 

The Times Co. sustained 
a 27 per cent drop in ad 
revenue from July through 
September. While that was

Jack Creighton has been 
near-perfect lately. He'll 
need more of that and 
then some on Friday night. 

The sophomore quarter¬ 
back has his Saint Mary’s 
Huskies on a five-game 
winning streak — throw¬ 
ing just one interception 
and 10 touchdown passes 
in the process — heading 
into a huge Atlantic Uni¬ 
versity Sport football 
matchup with the St. Fran¬ 
cis Xavier X-Men at 7 p.m.

t the home 
Olympics Canada 
will battle an infe¬ 
riority complex. 
It is the only 
country to have hosted the 
Games (Montreal 1976 and 
Calgary 1988), and not win 
a gold medal inside its bor¬ 
ders. 

It’s a glaring blemish on 
an otherwise illustrious 
Olympic history. 

Vancouver/Whistler and 
the 2010 Games promise to 
end the pain. Yet even as 
the flame begins its journey 
from Olympia to Canadian 
shores, nothing is a lock. 
Certainly not hockey gold, 
and in the individual sports 
anything can happen. 

That leaves curling, 
men’s and women’s, and at 
least one gold medal that 
many Canadians have 
come to count on. 

“My generation of 
curlers is the first that 
grew up with the 
Olympics being the 
No. 1 goal,” says Brad 
Gushue, who won 2006

gold in Torino for Canada. 
“You know for sure that 
Canadian fans expect a gold 
medal in curling.” 

Gushue’s foursome and 
13 other men’s teams are in 
Mississauga this weekend at 
the Grey Power World Cup 
of Curling. The most talent¬ 
ed lineup yet assembled in¬ 
cludes seven European 
rinks, one each from China 
and the United States, all to 
appear at the Olympics in 
February. The five Canadian 
teams are the cream of the 
crop, but only one will have 
the chance to compete in 
Vancouver after winning an 
arduous trial process that 
essentially begins now.

more that I want in my life 
than to win a gold medal 
for my country.” 

It’s a lot of pressure to 
bear. 

Curling is, after all, a 
sport close to the heart in 
Canada with millions of 
passionate fans. But it’s also 
a sport whose homeland is 
Scotland. 

“Canada expects a gold 
medal, yes — but to us 
that’s a huge challenge,” 
warns reigning world 
champion David Murdoch 
of Lockerbie, Scot¬ 
land, who will 
represent Great 
Britain. “A big 
crowd in Vancou¬ 
ver totally against 
us will inspire us 
to be even better.” 
It is the podium 
finish that could end 
the drought. Curling 
holds that much prom¬ 
ise at the upcoming 
home Olympics. 

Then again, in a sport 
where the playing field is 
rapidly becoming more lev¬ 
el, not even curling can 
make a golden promise to 
Canadians this time.

nitely excite a few fanboys. 

For those uneducated in 
the ways of Astro Boy, his 
story is thus: When the son 
of accomplished scientist 
Dr. Tenma (Nicolas Cage) is 
tragically killed, he con¬ 
structs a robot in the child’s 
image. Although he gave 
the android incredible pow¬ 
ers, Tenma casts the unful¬ 
filling surrogate away to 
Earth — now a trash heap a 
laWall-E. 

There, Astro Boy be¬ 
friends a group of stray 
ghettoized children while 
being chased by the op¬ 
pressive government for 
his special “blue” energy 
powers. This all, of course, 


represent more sophisti¬ 
cated allegories than the 
intended younger demo¬ 
graphic of the film can 
likely understand — which 
does cause one to question, 
who is this movie for? 


While Astro Boy has its 
cult following (which dates 
back to the 1950s), this 
movie is surely designed 
for children. 

As such, it’s colorful, 
playful and the kiddies will 


giggle with glee but it’s not 
necessarily for Astro Boy 
fans.

review It should be easy to 
make an exciting movie 
about Amelia Earhart, the 
first female pilot to fly 
across the Atlantic who 
mysteriously disappeared 
during the tail end of an at¬ 
tempted round-the-world 
flight. 

It’s all there: the excite¬ 
ment and risk or early avia¬ 
tion, breaking down gender 
barriers, the glamour and 
adventure of being a fa¬ 
mous aviatrix. But appar¬ 
ently the folks behind 
Amelia aren’t up to the 
challenge. What they offer 
instead is a long, boring 
slog toward an ending 
everyone already knows, 
with little narrative thrust 
or sense of adventure. 

The movie is pretty, to be 
sure, with rich cinematog¬ 
raphy, gorgeous costumes 
and period details and ab¬ 
solutely thrilling flight se¬ 
quences. The problem is 
that as soon as a human be¬ 
ing comes on screen, the 
air goes out of it. To see Hi¬ 
lary Swank, Richard Gere 
and Ewan McGregor with 


so little charisma is a 
shame, with Swank particu¬ 
larly disappointing. 

Given the character’s 
groundbreaking history, 
her Amelia is incredibly 
passive, marvelling wide- 
eyed as Gere’s George Put¬ 
nam makes her decisions 
for her for the first half of 
the film. 

Amelia is lopsided from 
the get-go, with an inordi¬ 
nate amount of time spent 
on Earhart’s first transat¬ 
lantic trip — a publicity 
stunt during which she 
was a passenger. By the 
time we get to her actual 


solo flight, it seems like an 
afterthought. 

Most of the exciting 
achievements in Earhart’s 
life are covered with clum¬ 
sy, trite newsreel footage 
and spiralling newspaper 
front pages. 

There is nothing in this 
movie to suggest that it was 
made in 2009, let alone that 
it was directed by Mira 
Nair, who has shown such 
flair and originality in earli¬ 
er films. This one never re¬ 
ally takes off.

“There is a bigger cast 
this time, and yes, a bigger, 
bloodier body count,” he 
says. “I can’t give you the 
exact number of deaths, 
because then people will 
count them down and be 
like, ‘Oh man, only one 
more guy to die!’

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3-D Hollywood’s new moneymaker 


Fans scrambled to see 3-D 
movies such as Cloudy with 
a Chance of Meatballs in 
theatres this year and new 
3-D televisions could soon 
have home viewers feeling 
as if they're surrounded by 
a spaghetti hurricane on 
their couches. 

Next year major electron¬ 
ics manufacturers Sony 
Corp. and Panasonic Corp. 
plan to introduce 3-D- 
capable high-definition tel¬ 
evisions for the mass mar¬ 
ket. You’ll still need to wear 


special glasses, though. 

Movie studios hope 3-D 
can help lift the sagging 
home video market the 
same way it has pushed up 
box office results. 

The initial price of such 
sets is expected to be high 
— perhaps 20 per cent 
more than normal sets of 
the same size. But costs 
should come down in the 
coming years. 

Depending on prices, 3- 
D-ready TVs could be in 28 
million to 46 million 


homes worldwide by 2013, 
predicts Alfred Poor, an an¬ 
alyst with GigaOM Pro. He 
estimates that next year, as 
many as 2.5 million sets 
worldwide will be sold with 
3-D capability. 

“We’re raising a whole 
generation of kids who ex¬ 
pect to see this effect for 
their movies at home,” Poor 
said.

cial screens, some manufac¬ 
turers of TV sets are shun¬ 
ning the 3-D technology 
common in theatres in 
favour of what’s known as 
“active shutter.” That uses 
an infrared emitter on the 
TV to tell battery-powered 
glasses when to flicker the 
left and right lenses in con¬ 
junction with the images 
on the screen, which gives 
the perception of three di¬ 
mensions. 

The sets themselves will 
require relatively minor up¬ 
grades from today’s mod¬ 
els, but the glasses will cost 
more, raising the price of 
the overall package. 

There’s no question 3-D 
movies are popular. 

They generated more 
than US$1 billion at box of¬ 
fices worldwide this year 
and, on a per-screen basis, 
3-D showings typically 
bring in more than double 
the revenue of regular 
screenings when a movie is 
offered in both versions. 


For hits like 
Disney/Pixar’s Up’ and 20th 
Century Fox’s Ice Age: 
Dawn of the Dinosaurs, 
more than half of ticket 
revenues came from 3-D 
screens, despite accounting 
for far fewer showings, ac¬ 
cording to research firm 
Screen Digest. Those 
screenings tend to fill up, 
and moviegoers are willing 


to pay a few dollars extra 
per ticket. 

Making these 3-D movies 
hasn’t been cheap and so far 
there hasn’t been an ade¬ 
quate way to recoup those 
higher costs in the home 
video market, which brings 
in far more dollars to stu¬ 
dios than the theatrical re¬ 
lease.

There were a lot of 
mixed reviews about 
last year’s Burn After 
Reading but there 
should be no doubt 
that the Oscar-win¬ 
ning Coen brothers 
have returned to 
form with A Serious 
Man. 

More in line with 
the sibling auteurs’ 
earlier works such as 
Fargo or even Barton 
Fink, the quirky com¬ 
edy focuses on a 
meek Jewish physics 
professor named Lar¬ 
ry Gopniclc (Michael 
Stuhlbarg) whose 
perfect late- 
’60 s subur¬ 
ban life 
suddenly 
and inex¬ 
plicably 
turns 

against him: 

His wife 
wants a divorce, 
his children 
longer respect him, 
the sexy neighbour 
torments him by sun¬ 
bathing nude and 
he’s being black¬ 
mailed at work while 
his tenure is in jeop¬ 
ardy and that’s just 


the beginning. 

Needless to say, 
Gopniclc finds his life 
spiraling into a spiri¬ 
tual abyss, leaving 
him to turn to the ad¬ 
vice of three hapless 
rabbis with the hopes 
that they can solve 
his crisis and explain 
how to become “a se¬ 
rious man”. 

If that sounds 
somewhat philosoph¬ 
ical, that’s because 
the Coen brothers 
question notions of 
faith and meaning in 
what they’ve de¬ 
scribed as their “most 
personal work yet.” 

As with most of 
their films, their rich, 
surreal characters of¬ 
ten have more bub¬ 
bling under the sur¬ 
face than what first 
appears allowing 
them a mystery to es¬ 
cape farce and elicit 
deep contemplation. 
Ditching big 
stars in favour 
of lesser- 
known Yid¬ 
dish thes- 
pians cer¬ 
tainly 
gives the 
superb com¬ 
edy an added 
authenticity but 
Stuhlbarg steals the 
film playing a man 
who maintains a 
brash optimism even 
amidst his darkest 
hour.

Nielsen has 
last laugh 

feature Canadian funnyman Leslie 
Nielsen is only a few months shy of 
his 83 birthday, but still loves mak¬ 
ing a fool of himself on camera. 

Known primarily for his work 
with co-writers/directors Jim Abra¬ 
hams, David Zucker and Jeriy Zuck- 
er in Airplane and the Naked Gun 
movies, Nielsen has become a come¬ 
dy icon for an entire generation. 

But that wasn’t always the case. 
For the first half of his career, 
Nielsen was exclusively known for 
his dramatic work on film and tele¬ 
vision. “I’ve done comedy all of my 
life,” Nielsen told Metro. “It was just 
that people saw me in a certain light 
and wanted me to play more conser¬ 
vative roles for years.” 

That all changed when Abrahams 
and the Zuclcers cast Nielsen in the 
1980 comedy classic Airplane. “They 
picked me to play the doctor in Air¬ 
plane even though I hadn’t really 
done comedy. The studio wanted 
somebody else and didn’t think that 
I could do it, but they decided that I 
was a funny guy and fought for me 
to play the role,” said Nielsen. 

“It turned out that I really enjoyed 
doing comedy, but also doing come¬ 
dy the way they do it.” 

His latest project is Stan Helsing a 
parody of horror films. He appears 
in drag in a small role as a waitress 
and enjoyed his experience working 
on the film, even if it was a little 
more haphazard than he is used to. 

“These low budget films today get 
made pretty fast,” said Nielsen. 
“Sometimes you just get one shot at 
the scene and even if you don’t get it 
right, you’re moving on to the next 
scene.” 

Stan Helsing fits comfortably into 
the string of parody films Nielsen 
has appeared in since the ’80s and 
he has no intention of abandoning 
this style of comedy any time soon. 

“There are genres laying all over 
the ground just waiting to be paro¬ 
died.”

Amelia Earhart taking flight again on film

made headlines and 
smashed barriers, becom¬ 
ing feminist icons in the 
process. 

They are also all being 
given the big screen treat¬ 
ment this year in big Oscar 
bait movies. Coco Avant 
Chanel is in theatres, The 
Young Victoria comes out 
in December and this 
weekend Hilary Swank 
plays Earhart in Amelia. 

None are strangers to 
posthumous celebrity; Vic¬ 
toria has been portrayed 
on screen almost 100 times 
by everyone ranging from 


Glenda Jackson to Michael 
Palin, but Earhart, a pio¬ 
neering female pilot who 
disappeared over the Pacif¬ 
ic during a circumnaviga- 
tional flight of the globe at¬ 
tempt in 1937, has enjoyed 
a particularly good pop cul¬ 
ture run of late. 

Last year Amy Adams 
made her flesh and blood 
in Night at the Museum 2: 
Battle of the Smithson¬ 
ian. 

Academy Award winner 
Swank’s take on the char¬ 
acter is the eighth time 
Earhart has been immor¬ 


talized on screen, not 
counting Jane Lynch’s por¬ 
trayal of her in The Aviator 
which ended up on the 
cutting room floor, but she 
isn’t the first Oscar winner 
to play the fly queen. 

In Flight for Freedom, 
honoraiy Oscar holder Ros¬ 
alind Russell played Tonie 
Carter, a character based 
on Earhart. 

The film and Russell’s 
flamboyant performance 
popularized the unsub¬ 
stantiated notion that 
Earhart's disappearance 
was a result of clandestine 


work for the U.S. Navy. 

That theory was fur¬ 
thered by a TV movie (sub¬ 
sequently released as a 
theatrical feature) called 
Amelia Earhart: The Final 
Flight. Starring Oscar win¬ 
ner Diane Keaton, the 
movie suggested the 
doomed flight was fi¬ 
nanced by the navy in ex¬ 
change for her reports of 
suspicious Japanese activi¬ 
ty in the South Pacific.

Her name in Lights 

Juno-winning singer releases infectious debut The Listening

Thanks to Jay-Z’s song 
Death of Autotune, the ob¬ 
noxious vocal effect is no 
longer in vogue. That pos¬ 
es a problem, however, for 
Toronto-singer Lights, who 
uses it on her new album. 

“It’s a great vocal effect if 
used tastefully, so why deny 
it?” she says. “I just use it in 
verses to try to convey emo¬ 
tion of being constricted 
and held very tight.” 

She admits, though, that 
artists like Kanye West and 
T-Pain have digitized their 
pipes too much. “It might 
have been a little exces¬ 
sive,” she says. “If he can’t 
sing without it, which we 
can’t really tell, then maybe 
it’s better that he used it.” 

Fortunately, she doesn’t 
go nuts with sound — the 
musician, whose real name 
is Valerie Poxleitner, only 
uses it on the track The Sav¬ 
iour. Like most of the music 
on her debut full-length 
The Listening, the song is a 
soft electro synth pop num¬ 
ber — think Kylie Minogue- 
meets-Nintendo. The songs 
move between the fiber ra¬ 
dio friendly title track, to 
the quirky indie tune Drive 
My Soul. 

Either way her sound is 
different. It also took a 
while to fine tune. Al¬ 


though she’s only 22, Lights 
has been playing music for 
years, writing her first song 
in her early teens. She’s 
played in a metal band, pre¬ 
tended to be Alicia Keys and 
wrote music best suited for, 
she says, “sad acoustic cof¬ 
fee houses.” 

Then, three years ago, 
she started listening to 
Bjorlc and euro electronica. 
When she went into the 
studio to record, she decid¬ 
ed to try and play a track 
without any traditional in¬ 
struments. 


“I found random sounds 
and fluttery beats,” she ex¬ 
plains. “I realized there was 
no limit when you have 
synths. You can come up 
with any texture that will 
convey sound. You create it 
and make it happen.” 

There’s no doubt her 
sound is accessible and in¬ 
fectious enough to court 
the American masses — Old 
Navy has already featured 
one of her songs — but it 
helps that Jian Ghomeshi — 
a former Canadian musi¬ 
cian and current host of

CBC’s CL— is her manager. 

The singer connected 
with Ghomeshi by chance. 
When she was 15 she was 
in a Walmart ad holding a 
guitar. The makeup artist 
saw the photo and asked if 
she played. He then asked 
her to sing. “He was blown 
away and he called Jian who 
was coming to the area a 
few weeks later,” she re¬ 
calls. They met, she gave 
him a demo and he’s 
worked with her ever since. 

She might not need him 
for much longer though, 
with more than 165,000 
MySpace friends, she’s be¬ 
come an Internet sensation. 

Fortunately, she likes con¬ 
necting with her virtual 
fans. Though, she admits, 
communicating with her 
followers could become 
more difficult as she gets 
more popular. 

“I always want to put 
something cool online — a 
new remix or b-side every 
couple of weeks,” she says.

en years ago, 
Creed was one of 
the biggest bands 
in North America, 
selling tens of mil¬ 
lions of records and tens of 
thousands of concert tick¬ 
ets. But by Christmas 2002, 
everything had gone horri¬ 
bly pear-shaped. Zonked 
on a combination of pre¬ 
scription drugs and JD, 
singer Scott Stapp turned 
in a horrible performance 
in Chicago that resulted in 
four fans filing a class ac¬ 
tion lawsuit. 

Mix in the Holier-than- 
thou attitude, the per¬ 
ceived hypocrisies (includ¬ 
ing a leaked sex tape), the 
car accident, the broken 
hip, the thoughts of sui¬ 
cide and the very public 
fights with other bands — 
including an actual brawl 
with members of 311 in a 
Baltimore hotel lobby — 
and you have the very defi¬ 
nition of “downward spi¬ 
ral.” 

Things finally bottomed 
out for Stapp on Nov. 18, 
2006, when his wife told 
him enough was enough. 
That date is now tattooed 
on his forearm as a 
reminder of 
how bad 
things got. 

Since then, 
he and the 
rest of 
Creed 
have 


slowly plotted their reha¬ 
bilitation, a test that begins 
in earnest Tuesday with the 
release of the band’s fourth 
album, which, is (hopeful¬ 
ly?) entitled Full Circle. 

Stapp sounds humbled, 
chastened and in search of 
a second chance. “In 2002, 
it was definitely time for 
us to take a break from 
what it had become in the 
last six to eight months. 
The time was very well 
spent, most importantly 
establishing a firm founda¬ 
tion with our families. And 
for me, my faith.” 

Stapp spent much of his 
time coaching football and 
basketball with his kids 
and supporting his wife, a 
Miss Florida and Miss 
America runner-up. 

The other members of 
the band know what 
they’re up against, too. 
Drummer Scott Phillips 
told the New York Times 
“Maybe we can get eveiy- 
one thinking, ‘You know, I 
don’t hate Creed so much. 
I like them.’” 

The new tracks are more 
muscular than With Arms 
Wide Open and those oth¬ 
er singles that achieved 
popular acclaim and then 
critical scorn. And not just 
scorn — Creed was de¬ 
spised. Stapp now con¬ 
cedes that the band — and 
he in particular — de¬ 
served that. 

“We’re sorry for the ig¬ 
norant, youthful chip we 
had on our shoulders back 
then. Ten years ago, we 
didn’t realize we were 
cariying that in with us 
and it set off the wrong 
vibe. I hope we get a 
second change to 
make a 
first 
im¬ 
pres¬ 
sion.”

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Fashion meets function 

Amelia Earhart biopic highlights timeless aviation styles

Before they became 
staples of the runway, 
bomber jackets, flight 
suits and protective avia¬ 
tor sunglasses were born 
in the cockpit of an early 
— and cold — airplane. 

They were necessary in 
drafty flying machines with 
metal doors that were a 
struggle just to keep closed. 
But as aviation pioneers 
such as Amelia Earhart 
brought their style around 
the world, they sparked 
fashion trends that have 
been with us ever since. 

The leather bomber jack¬ 
et shown in the new 
Earhart biopic Amelia star¬ 
ring Hilary Swank marries 
function and style in a way 
that finicky fashion has em¬ 
braced through the years, 
says Franco DiCarlo, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of Bel¬ 
staff USA, the brand that 
collaborated with the film¬ 
makers on key wardrobe 
pieces. 

“A lot of the aviator jack¬ 


ets are timeless in style and 
they perform under a great 
variety of weather. ... They 
say fashion is cyclical, but 
this is timeless,” he says. 

But when the styles land¬ 
ed in the 1920s and ’30s, it 
was uncharted territory, al¬ 
lowing for a woman like 
Earhart to help craft the im¬ 
age and vocabulary of a fly¬ 
er’s style, says Amelia cos¬ 
tume designer Kasia Walic- 
lca Maimone. 

“The whole history of avi¬ 
ation was really being in¬ 
vented and part of that was 
inventing the new lan¬ 
guage,” she says. 

At first pilots borrowed 
silhouettes from horseback 
riders, race-car drivers and 
motorcyclists, later adapt¬ 
ing jodhpurs, goggles and 
the zip-front leather jack¬ 
ets, among other items. 

Early on, Earhart wore 
these things, too, but she 
had a lifelong interest in 
fashion, so many of the 
more stylish, more femi¬ 


nine adaptations came from 
her. At one point, she had 
her own clothing line — a 
second career to support 
her flying. 

“She wore clothes with a 
natural ease and elegance,” 
says Maimone. “I did love 
her evening gowns as much 
as I loved the flightwear. I 
loved the combination of 
the super practical flight 
clothing and the elegance 
of the eveningwear. I loved 
that it was one closet for the 
same person.” 

The movie's director, Mi¬ 
ra Nair, says time, effort 
and money went into cap¬ 
turing the right visuals of 
Earhart's time. “We wanted 
to make the costumes 


seems as modem as they 
were then. ... We didn't 
want it to look like a 'cos¬ 
tume movie.' We wanted 
wearable, practical clothes 
with great style.” 

She was a fan of a white 
silk charmeuse tank top 
and winter-white trousers 
Swank wore, as well as an 
open-back, pewter-coloured 
gown. “So often I moved the 
camera to shoot the dress 
and the plane. The plane 
was horizontal, but I want¬ 
ed to show off the full figure 
of Amelia because there's 
such enjoyment of her sil¬ 
houette.” 

Nair adds, “If I had the fig¬ 
ure, I'd wear the brown- 
leather catsuit thing she 


wore.” She'll still have her 
chance: slim jumpsuits in 
stores this past spring are 


back in designer collections 
for 2010.

U.S. was monitoring Polanski 

Officials decided against filing for arrest warrant, reveal email documents 



American prosecutors were 
closely watching Roman 
Polanski, says new evidence. 


American prosecutors 
closely monitored Roman 
Polanski in Austria and 
considered seeking his ar¬ 
rest there days before the 
director’s apprehension in 
Switzerland, documents 
obtained by The Associat¬ 
ed Press show. 

Los Angeles officials decid¬ 
ed against filing a warrant 
for Polanski’s arrest with 


the Austrian government af¬ 
ter questioning how accom¬ 
modating it would be to an 
extradition request. They al¬ 
so were concerned about 
the limited time available 
before Polanski left the 
country, according to emails 
obtained by the AP under 
U.S. public records request. 

The email exchange Sept. 
23 came three days before 


Polanski travelled to 
Switzerland and was arrest¬ 
ed Sept. 26 at Zurich’s air¬ 
port. It sheds new light on 
how closely U.S. officials 
were monitoring the 76- 
year-old director’s move¬ 
ments after being tipped off 
that he was outside France, 
and why they chose to go af¬ 
ter him in Switzerland, 
where they are now seeking 


his extradition for having 
sex in 1977 with a 13-year- 
old girl. 

“I don’t have experience 
with any Austrian extradi¬ 
tions so I don’t know how 
‘friendly’ they would be to 
extradition on such a case,” 
Diana Carbajal, a Los Ange¬ 
les deputy district attorney, 
wrote in an email. 

She wrote that Polanski 


had checked out of an Aus¬ 
trian hotel that morning 
and was “on the move” 
ahead of his scheduled ap¬ 
pearance at the Zurich Film 
Festival on Sept. 26. 

Polanski had been in Aus¬ 
tria as early as Sept. 16, 
when he attended the open¬ 
ing night of his cult musical 
Dance of the Vampires in Vi¬ 
enna.

Stone does it her way 



Soul singer Joss Stone says she needs to feel a “massive amount 
of pressure" in order to get things done. 


When Joss Stone has a 
musical itch, she has to 
scratch, even if it means 
getting into trouble with 
her label. 

The powerhouse British 
soul singer says her new 
album, Colour Me Free, 
came out Tuesday after 
months of delays because 
her U.S. label, EMI, was 
upset that she had record¬ 
ed the tracks on a whim 
without telling them. 

“Oh God, that wasn’t 
very good,” Stone said in a 
recent phone interview. 
“They didn’t love that too 
much.” 

It was about two years 
ago, after the release of 
her self-titled third album, 
that the 22-year-old Gram¬ 
my and Brit Award winner 
got the urge to hit the stu-

dio and jam again. 

“I just woke up and was 
like: ‘Man, I really want to 
make an album,”’ said 
Stone, who has performed 
on stage with scores of 
legends including James 
Brown and Donna Sum¬ 
mer. 

“It was just a really nice 
day and I was feeling real¬ 
ly energized and it was 
just cool and my (musi¬ 
cian) friends were down, 
because we were writing. 


“I thought: ‘Hey, you 
guys are here, let’s do it. 
Let’s make the music.” 4 

And so they did, using a 
Wellington, England night 
club that was owned by 
her mother at the time as 
their studio, where they 
recorded live off the floor 
in about a week. 

Problem was, EMI didn’t 
know about it and when 
Stone told them, “The ini¬ 
tial reaction was: ‘Hang on 
a minute, you’re supposed 
to ask us for approval on 
every single section of 
everything that you do, 
are you crazy?” 4 she re¬ 
called. 

“So I said: ‘Oh, whoops, 
so sorry, my bad,’ and it 
really was. I didn’t ask for 
approval, I didn’t tell 
them I was making the al¬ 


bum. 

The idea of someone try¬ 
ing to control her art was 
a “horrible feeling and 
makes you not want to do 
it at all,” admitted Stone, 
whose vocals often draw 
comparisons to Aretha 
Franklin. “But then from a 
business side of things, I 
kind of get it,” she said. 
“They feel like that’s their 
property and they want to 
control how the property 
looks and how it works.” 

In the end, the two sides 
worked things out and the 
tunes weren’t changed. 
With the label woes be¬ 
hind her, Stone has a posi¬ 
tive outlook on the situa¬ 
tion, saying she likes to 
“scare” herself into get¬ 
ting things done. 

“It actually helps me,” 


she said. “I feel the need 
to do it with a massive 
amount of pressure and 


unless I have that pres¬ 
sure, I don’t bother.”

Guilty plea could land 
Lil Wayne in prison 


courts Lil Wayne, who 
owned last year’s best-sell¬ 
ing album and is currently 
No. 1 on the U.S. pop 
charts, pleaded guilty to at¬ 
tempted weapon posses¬ 
sion Thursday and expects 
to receive a one-year jail 
sentence. 

The performer, arguably 
rap’s most popular artist 
and one of pop’s biggest 
acts, previously had plead¬ 
ed not guilty to illegal gun 
possession charges that 
carried at least 3 1/2 years 
in jail upon conviction. He 
remains free on bail while 
awaiting his February sen¬ 
tencing. 

The sombre-looking rap¬ 
per did not speak as he left 
the courthouse with mem¬ 
bers of his entourage, who 
piled into four SUVs. 

Police said a gun was 
found on his tour bus in 
Manhattan in 2007. 

The rapper, born 
Dwayne Carter, won last 
year’s best rap solo per¬ 
formance Grammy for A 
Milli. His albums include 
Tha Carter, Tha Carter II 
and Tha Carter III. 

His trial had been due to 
start Jan. 20. The judge had 
been holding a hearing on 
a debated DNA profiling 
technique used to tie the 
rapper to the gun. 

Lil Wayne, 27, also is 
scheduled for trial in Ari¬ 
zona on felony drug pos¬ 
session and weapons 
charges. He has pleaded 
not guilty in that case, 
which arose from a Janu¬ 
ary 2008 arrest at a U.S. 
Border Patrol checkpoint. 

In New York, he politely 
answered the judge’s stan¬ 
dard questions with “yes,

Sir” and “no, Sir” as he en¬ 
tered his plea to second-de¬ 
gree attempted weapon 
possession, a felony. 

He acknowledged he had 
a .40 calibre semi-automat¬ 
ic loaded gun on his bus. 

When the judge warned 
that he would not be able 
to withdraw the plea as 
some people try to do, the 
rapper said, “I’m not one 
of those people.” 

Prosecutors said small 
amounts of DNA found on 
the loaded weapon con¬ 
nected it to the platinum¬ 
selling artist. Defence 
lawyer Stacey Richman 
said the gun wasn’t Lil 
Wayne’s, and the testing 
technique was too prob¬ 
lematic to prove other¬ 
wise. 

Police pulled over Lil 
Wayne’s tour bus in 
Columbus Circle on July 
22, 2007. They said they 
had seen and smelled mar¬ 
ijuana smoke wafting out 
the door before the bus left 
a concert venue minutes

Garlic Lime 
Chicken 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup (125 ml) lime juice 
1/4 cup (50 ml) cider vine¬ 
gar 

6 garlic cloves, minced 
2 tbsp (25 ml) minced 
fresh oregano or 2 tsp (10 
ml) dried oregano 

1 tbsp (15 ml) dried corian¬ 
der 

2 tsp (10 ml) pepper 
1 tsp (5 1) salt 

1 tsp (5 1) paprika 
8 bone-in chicken breast 
halves 

1/4 cup (50 ml) canola oil 

METHOD: 

1. In large resealable plas¬ 
tic bag, combine lime 
juice, vinegar, garlic and 
seasonings; add chicken. 


Seal bag and turn to coat; 
refrigerate for 8 hours or 
overnight. 

2. Discard marinade. In 
skillet, brown chicken on 
all sides in oil. Transfer to 
greased 15-in. x 10-in. x 1- 
in. (38 cm x 25.5 cm x 2.5 
cm) baking pan. Bake, un¬ 
covered, at 375 F (190 C) 
30-35 minutes or until 
meat thermometer reads 
170 F (77 C) and juices run 
clear.
